He entered the navy in 1832 ; joined the Cornwallis in 
1841, under Admiral Sir William Parker ; served in the 
against Tsekee, Chapoo, and Woosung, for 
which he was promoted to the rank of lieutenant in 
December, 1842. As flag-lieutenant he accompanied 
pes ‘Thomas N s expedition in the Bruni River, 
Sig Ma was engaged as e-camp to 
ry 1 Mg in the arduous pursuit of the 
tan — Bruni. For his conduct on that occasion, and 
other services he was promoted to the rank of com- 
mander in January, 1847. Soon after, he com- 
missioned the Frolic, 16, and was on the Mediter- 


ranean station till 1849, when she was paid off. His 
commission as captain was dated April, 1854. In 


1855, he commissioned the Magicienne, 
and was most actively employed in the Baltic, 
where he distinguished himself on many occasions 
in the destruction of forts and otherwise; and im 
August had command of a division of gun and 

mortar boats at the bombardment of Sweabory. 

For this service he was decorated with the Order 
of the Companion of the Bath. After the war he 
proceeded in the Magicienne, first to the Black Sea, then 
to the Pacific, and afterwards to China. He did good 
service in command of a squadron acting against pirates 

in the vicinity of Hong-Kong, in September and October 
last, destroying 150 junks and fast-boats, and killing and 
capturing 458 pirates; and off Amoy, in October, he de- 
stroyed 60 pirate junks-androw-boats. The Magicienne 
was then a to the special service of the British 
Minister in China, and left Shanghai on the 15th ult.,
